Missouri Going in 
More for Rice 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., June 12 


U?) — Rice farms are appearing in 
Butler County and other Southeast 
Missouri areas where cotton and 
soybeans have long reigned 
su- 


preme as the cash crops. 


The farmers xperimenting with 


rice for the first time in this area 
say it appears less subject to in- 
sect damage than other crops. 


It also is possible to grow rice 


on new land, or land where other 
crops have been grown, with little 
or no fertlization for a number of 
years. 


The Butler County rice farming 


activitiy centers around the pro- 
perty of four men from Corning, 
Ark., all experienced in rice grow- 
ing in Northeast Arkansas. 


The largest initial tract of 300 


acres was planted this spring by 
Everett C. and Roy Thomas, Corn 
ing brothers, near Neelyville. An 
additional 200 acres has been plant- 
ed on nearby tracts. The rice is 
now about eight inches high. 


The Thomas brothers last winter 


surveyed and terraced the 
land 


and built levees for controled flood- 
ing of the rice. A large diameter 
well and a pump with a capacity 
of 2,800 gallons per minute serves 
their 300 acres. 


The rice planting is begun 
in 


April and the crop matures 
in 


September.
